a's) The plan for this occasion does not 
comprehend the reaching of everyone to 
be examined on this one day. It compre- 
hends, however, the a general 
public interest on this day, so that people 
will be set to thinking about it and will 
accordingly arrange for periodical medical 
examinations at the convenience of their 
physicians and themselves. There is no 
objection, and, on the contrary, it should 
be urged that as many people as can pos- 
sibly be examined on that one day do so. 

(e) In order to get the interest of the 
physicians, bring the matter first of all to 
the attention of the local medical societies. 
This can best be done by a prominent 
physician of oe own community. The 
physicians be urged, wherever 
patients cannot afford to pay for diag- 
noses and examinations, to make su 
examinations without in their 
Offices or at duly appoin’ clinics. If 
your medical society approves of the 
general plan, a wholesale rate for examina- 
tions during a definitely stipulated period 
may be made, say $2.50 or $3.00, such

Certainly 
it behooves all state agents who have not 
filed their orders and had them accepted to 
order at once. 

This year there is a wider realization 
than ever of the value of an early start in 
the Seals Campaign. “Time is every- 
thing" is a rule for more wars than one. 
The educational possibilities of the 
Christmas seal, as well as the fiscal, can- 
not be approached in any state unless full 
preparations are le beginning weeks— 
more than a month—before Thanksgiving 
and the start of the sale.

Both Inter-City and Inter-State 
Competitions 

The national competition for pennants, 
as set forth in ‘‘Honors and Pennants,” 
has been extended for 1915 to the states 
as a whole. Besides the pennants to be 
awarded to the winner in ten classes of 
villages, cities, and counties, pennants will 
be awarded to the three states which 
shall lead their respective classes in the 
number of seals sold per capita of popula- 
tion. The classes are the three groups of 
states and Hawaii, with population rang- 
ing up to 1,200,000; from there to 2,400,- 
ooo; and from that number upwards, 
While no pennants were awarded in an 
interstate competition last year a cora- 
parison of the per capita sales shows that 
in the first group of states Rhode Island 
won, with a per capita sale of 2.112; in 
the second group of states, Minnesota 
won, with a per capita of .956; and in 
the third group, Wisconsin won, with a 
per capita of 1.478. 

Last year more than one state found it 
profitable to conduct a pennant competi- 
tion of its own in addition to the national 
competition. For this purpose every 
state may follow the national classifica- 
tion for villages, cities, and counties, 
beginning with the smallest class and 
extending as far as the populations of 
their largest cities indicate. The Na- 
tional Association will be glad to make 
suggestions in this connection for state 
agents and furnish information about the 
cost of pennants, etc. ;
